Reveal Newest 
Cancer Studies 


Disease Strikes Most 
Women. Victims Early 


WASHINGTON—i,B—An extensive U. S. cancer study indicates about 


one-half of all cancers in women originate in breasts or sex organs com 
pared with only one-eighth of the cases m these areas among men. 


The figures are based on the 


first cancer study blanketing big 
population groups, covering about 
15 million people in 10 metropoli- 
tan areas of the United States. 


The results were reported today 


in a paper prepared for the Inter- 
national Congress of Pathology by 
Dr. Harold F. Dorn of the National 
Institutes of Health at Bethesda. 
Md. Several hundred doctors from 
39 countnes are pooling informa- 
tion at the congress and seeking.

Accidents during the long 


Labor Day weekend killed 
more than 500 Americans but 
the traffic toll was the small- 
est in six years. 


New tabulations today showed 


that traffic deaths numbered 355, 
drownings 91 and miscellaneous 
fatalities 79. The total was 525. 


The traffic toll was lowest for 


the Labor Day holiday since 19-48, 
when 293 were reported. It 
fell 


under the predicted total of 390 
although it was somewhat higher 
than the total for a recent non- 
holiday weekend? 


Lowest Since 194* 


The over-all total was the lowest 


for the Labor Day period since 
1918, when 407 accidental deaths 
of varying causes were counted. 


The holiday period began at 8 


p.m. (local time) Friday and ended 
at midnight Monday. 


It was preceded by a plea from 


Piesident Eisenhower. He urged 
the nation's motonsts to be care- 
ful and challenged them to "fool 
the experts" who had predicted 
390 motor vehicle fatalities.

Ned H. Dearborn, piesdent of

"For the second straight holiday 


the traffic toll was not only well 
below our pre - holiday estimates 
but was the lowest for those holi- 
days in recent years." he stated. 


"The Labor Day traffic toll was 


the lowest since 1948. The Fourth 
of July traffic toll (348) was the 
lowest for any three-day period 
of that.holiday since 3949. 


"Add to this the fact that the 


day-to-day traffic toll has come 
down steadily all this year snd 
there seems to be reason for be 
lieving that the efforts of so many 
people for so many years are be- 
ginning to pay off."

Liberalize Social 
Security Rules 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (*—If you're 65 


and entitled to social security ben- 
efits, can you get them if you keep 
on working and earning money in- 
stead of retiring? 


Yes, within limits under the 


present law. And the new law re- j 
cently passed by Congress, to go j 
into effect Jan. 1. softens the limits 
on how much you can earn and 
still collect social security bene- 
fits. 


For example: Under present law j 


there are limits on how much you i 
can earn and still collect benefits 
until you're 75. After that you get 
your social security benefits no 
matter how much you earn. That 
age, starting Jan. 1, will be lower- 
ed to 72. 


New Rule 


Under the new rule, starting Jan. 


1, if you're between 65 and 72, 
whether you can continue to earn 
money and draw benefits depends 
on (A) the amount of your earn- 
ngs and (B) the number of months 
you work. 


This is what that means: You 
ji earn up to Si.200 a year and 


still collect full social security ben- 
efit for every month of that year. 


Example: John Jones, earning 


$100 a month, gets a total salary 
of $1.200 in 1955. He receives his 
full social security benefit every 
month of 1955 because he did not 
earn more than $1.200 that year. 


But—if you work every month of 


the year, earning more than $80 
each month and winding up with 
more than $1,200 at the year's end, 
you lose a month's social security 
benefit for each additional $80, or 
any part of it, that you earn in 
1955. 


Loses a Month 


Example: Tom Smith, working 


every month, earns $1.205 in 1955. 
For 11 months he earns $100 a 
month. One month he earns $105. 
He loses his social security benefit 
for that one month in which he 
earned $105. 


Another example: Bill Kelly, 


working'every month and earning 
more than $80 each month, winds 
up at the end of 1955 with $1,440. 
That $1.440 is $240 more than the 
$1,200 exemption. That $240 repre- 
sents three times $80. Kelly loses 
his social security benefit for three 
of the 12 months. 


But for any month in which you 


earn less than $80—no matter how 


much you earn for the year—you 
get a social security benefit for 
that month. 


Example: Mortimer S n y d e r 


earns $2.500 in the first three 
months of 1955, but only $75 a 
month for the next nine months. He 
loses his social security benefit for 
those first three months but gets his 
"benefit for each of those nine 
months when he earned less than 
$SO. 


Different Rul* 


The rule is slightly different for 


the 
self-employed person 
who 


reaches 65. is eniuied to social te- 
curity benefits, but wants to keep 
on in business. 


He too can earn up to $1,200 a 


year and still get his social secur- 
ity benefit every month. He does 
not lose his benefit, if he makes 
more than $1,200, for any month in 
which he did not render "substan- 
tial service" to his trade or busi- 
ness. 


Example: Sidney Hemingway is 


a retired consulting engineer. In 
1955 he is asked to help out on a 
new bridge. He works just one 
month, January, and the fee he 
collects is $125.000. He does no 
work for the other 11 months. 


Although his earned income for 


1955 thus turns out to be $125.000, 
he loses his social security benefit 
only in the month he earned it, 
January, and collects the benefit 
for each of the other 11 months he 
did not work. 


If you're 65 and are thinking of 


continuing to work, count earned 
income only. Do not include in 
your year's income such things as 
pensions, insurance payments or 
interest or dividends.

tration's domestic policies in Labor 
Day speeches here. 


Douglas, concentrating OB labor 


policies under President Eisenhow- 
er, charged the National Labor Re- 
lations Board was "packed with 
members hostile to labor." 


He said the board has ruled it in 


all right for an employer to ques- 
tion workers about union member- 
ship provided he does not openly 
threaten them. 


"In a democracy," Douglas said, 


"a man should be free to Join a 
union and to vote as his conscience 
directs without being exposed to 
tacit pressure or coercion from his 
employer." 


Price told the same rally it is 


time for the president to "stop 
whistling in the dark and recog- 
nize the danger signals." 


These signals, he said, are the 


administration's failure to halt an 
"inflationary trend," and failure to 
stop "an increasing cost of living, 
increasing'unemployment, and de- 
creasing national pay roll and agri- 
cultural income."

However, for all practical 
purposes, a child is to be regarded as technically a delinquent 
when his antisocial tendencies appear so grave that lie be- 
comes, or should become, the subject of official action, the 
Educational Committee of the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety observes.

Juvenile delinquency respects no dat>s of individuals. 


It may occur among the poor or the rich, the ignorant or the 
intelligent, and with or without obvious cause. 


That it has become a paramount problem is reflected 


in the increasing number of programs for child guidance 
and planned recreational activities as well as an increasing 
interest on the part of legislators, social welfare^ workers, 
teachers, clergymen and citizens in an \\<IIK<- of life, inuud- 
ing physicians. The community front is designed to aid 
child'ren in the task of social adaptation.

The modern approach is one of conbtiuctue treatment, 


rather than one of punishment. 
It emphasizes scientific 


methods of early detection and early treatment in order to 
minimize the extra-ordinary cost in dollars and human un- 
happiness involved in late detection and tieatment. 


The present day approach sets as its goal the reduc- 


tion m the number of jails and penitentiaries and the increase 
in the number of happy homes giving shelter to socially 
adapted citizens from all walks of life 


Environmental factors seem to loom high m the life 


of a juvenile delinquent. The economics may vary. In some 
homes, the child may have too much; in others, too little. 
Some children may be over-protected, while others just grow 
without any supervision. 


Bad companions' are an influence. 
Having embarked 


on their own rejection of normal living, they seek to enroll 
in their clan those children who are susceptible to undue 
evil direction.

Lack of family solidarity and understanding play a 


role in juvenile delinquency, regardless of the economic 
status. A child needs parental direction that inspires love, 
affection and security. 


Regular mealtimes should be a part of every household. 


Family group recreational activities will do much to create 
a spirit of cohesion as will church activities. 


Teachers and community leaders can contribute to 


morale building by detecting those youngsters with hostile 
attitudes to their school companions and to their superiors 


Every parent should know where his child is at ali 


tunes. The youngster should have trust and understanding 
but should be made to feel that he has definite obligations 
to his parents, teachers, and to his superiors. While in the 
dependency of his growing years, the child should also be 
made to feel the inter-dependency of being an integral part 
of family life. 


With the cooperation of the family, the school and the

Other non-Communist countries 


may join the project shortly. It is 
known that there have been nego- 
:iations .with Belgium, which con- 
trols one *of the world's great 
uranium producing areas In the 
Belgium Congo. 


Eisenhower spoke to the nation 


by radio and television in connec- 
tion with ground-breaking cere- 
monies for the nation's first atomic 
power generation plant, near Pitts- 
burgh.
